Indian Supehstition. — J. S. Maggs in- 
forms us, from Webster point, Noeah bay, 
that recently large numbers of Nittenat In- 
dians have crossed the Straits for the pur- 
pose of trading oil with him. They report 
that there has beet) great sickness and mor- 
tality among the Indians , north and that 
many have died::^' *Thby'*h'^ive'ysihgUlar 
superstition which Mr. Maggs writes is as 
follows: " They say the Siwashes on the 
other side have a large hat which they pass 
from one village to another, and if they let 
it atop more than five days in one place, tho 
Indians in that village turn into birds, dogs, 
deer, mules and other animals. There are 
two little blankets with this hat, whose pre- 
sence produces the sickness of which they 
say they aie dying. It appears the hat 
started somewhere north on Vancouver and 
is coming this way. Tho Clallams think it 
best to leave before it gets here, as the Nit- 
tenats say they are going to send it across 
the Straits. If it does come here, I will try 
and get it for the Smithsonian Institution, 
for such a novel hat as that would be a great 
curiosity." 

Since the receipt of Mr. Maggs' letter, 
we have seen some of the Mackah Indians 
from the Cape, who corroborate the state- 
ment, rhey say that all tho CInllam Indi- 
ans who were on a visit to the Mackah 
tribe have left in alarm, and that it is gen- 
erally believed that the sickness produced 
by the: celebrated hat is the smalt-pox. We 
informed some of the principal Chiefs here 
that if Jlr. Maggs could buy tho lint, it 
would be sent out of llie einintry and llie 
plague stayed. This coiiliriiiaiion gave 
them a di.'a! of comfort and no doiilil may 
be a means of di veiling their minds fuiiii 
the fear of the sickness, which fear alone, 
is a cause of half of the deaths among 
them.

The New Treasurer, 
Amonc other e.vlriiordinary things said 
and done, none appear more extraordinary 
to stiiid ciiizeiis, than tlic a[)poinlment of Mr. 
GeoriTf Toiiiline Gordon to the hiyh wnd re- 
sp(jiisible oliice of Treasurer of Vancouver 
Island. The formal announcement of iho 
appointment — dniy preceded from time to 
time by rny.-ilerioiis and signifioant hints — 
appeared yesterday in the Gazelle extraor- 
dinary. The extraordinary part of this ex- 
traordinary prooeediiig, is that tho incumbent 
has never manifested any extraordinary, or 
evon ordinary, qualifications for the position. 
He is neither popular nor a man of ability ; 
noi" even a good booic-lceeper, in the com- 
mercial sense of the term. Inquisitive and 
curious people imagine that some faithful 
service — unknowti to his constituents — 
whether honorable or otherwise we shall not 
B^y — has been done to entitle liim to tho 
position of Chaneellnr of tho E.voheiiuer. 
O.viii;^ to the appointment not being made 
till after the Election Committee had con- 
cluded its labor.s, there is no reason to pre- 
sume that his labors there merited such a 
reward. We have to go further back in order 
to .tracp|hi«:publiahi8tory— the potent cause. 
During the winter of 1858-9, our Chancellor 
of Exchequer made his debul in Victoria. 
No man, perhaps, ever expressed more hon- 
est indignation at the Company and tho 
Government, than himself. Nothing' thai 
either of the parties did was "either fish, 
flesh, fowl, or good red herring." In a fit of 
virtuous feeling, ho suddenly disappeared to 
perform a pilgrimage to the enohantins El 
Dorailo of Fraser river, now known, in the 
language of his patron, as " a bleak and 
desolate region." Mining, to bo productive, 
re(]iiired anything but kid-gloveism. In 
comfort, the rude cabin didn't pmack of 
Almiick's, nor even of the Succoursnle de 
V hotel de France : and a mysterious voice 
whispered "turn hack, Wliittington. and 
become Lord Mayor of London," 

For* some months subsequent to iIjo 
whisperings of the Genii, humble pic was 
was eaten in the office of a blacklelter law- 
yer. In August, when tho San Juan ques- 
tion assumed a dangerous attitude ami a 
major 'formerly in the; Baji-Bayouky or I3a- 
•baw of Bad ^kes was appointed to a civil 
position in the disputed territory, the gallant 
iCaptain Gordon accompanied him as con- 
stable. Captain Pickett, the American 
Commander felt delighted at being autn- 
monetl'ih divil process to surrender, by a 
constable, an ex-captain of the Guards (that 
was a mistake it was in the militia), and 
promised the Hritish still greater lienor by 
sen, ling to Oregon fur "alive general" to 
act in a similar capacity for tin; .A miTican 
magistrate, Mr. Crosbic.

Neither legislative nor 
administrative nbilily are traits in his char- 
acter. As a silent voter, he is unsurpassed 
In that respect, he has admirably succeeded 
in a quiet way in cutting down all well 
tried political principle.'! that have been 
broached in the Legislature, and in sinking 
every inquiry tending to investigalu our 
financial position, so much so that his gen- 
tlemanly movements remind us of Byron's 

Corsair: 

" He was the niildeiit mannered man 
That ever louttled ship or cut a throat; 
Witb such true breeding; ol a gentleman, 
you could ne'er discern his real thought."

A defalcation to the amount 'qt £1,000 
lias been discovered in the accounts of the 
sub-treasury, Castlemaino. William Gray- 
burn, oriiiof tho oliicors was arrested, and 
confessed his guilt. 

A house had been burned in Castlemnine, 
by which four lives were lost and five per- 
sons received serious injury.
